A Mob of 200 Men Searched Baker
Jali for Murderer of
Young \\.'omun.

Baker City, March §.—A mob of 2%
manked men entered the Baker couns
ty jatl early this morning and made a
demand on Deputy Sherift Snow for
Pleasant Armatrong, the young man
who murdered Miss Minnle Ensminger
al Halpes last Chelstmas morning. The
aherl's office wan warned early In the
evening that an attempt would probab«
ly be made to lynch Armstrong duving
the night, but there had been S0 many
threats of late that the sheriff was not
whrmed ot first,

About 10 o'clock It was discovered
that some of the supposed leadera' were
drinking heavily, and that there was 4
possibility of trouble. The wheriff
tibught it wise to remove Armsirong
feom the jall, and he was splrited away
Between 2 and 3 o'¢clock the mob ap-
peared at the jall, many of the men be-
ing under the Influence of llquor. They
domunded that Armstrong be turned
over to them. They were allowed lo go
through the jail, which they did ln an
orderly manner, making careful search
for the prisoner after which they ve-
tired .
